The Greek port of Kavala is on the 
Aegean Sea, 8) miles northeast of Sa- 
loniki and 20 miles west of the Bulga- 
rian border. It is some distance to the 
northeast of the eastern extremity of 
the fighting front, which extends from 
the Guit of Orfahi to the vicinity of 
Monastir. The river referred to in the 
French report as having been crossed 
by the Bulenarians probably is the Mesta, 
which flows from Bulgaria through the 
northeastern extremity of Greece and 
enters the Aegean near the Greco-Bul- 
garian border. 

The Struma, on which are situated two 
Greek forts occupied by the Bulgarians,

FATALLY SHOT IN 
LID CLUB FIGHT 


Policemen Find Harry Romani 
(“Jack O’Brien’) Dying in 
North Twelfth Street Place. 


MANAGER IS_ ARRESTED 


His Pistol Found Near Wounded 
Man, but He Says It 
Was Stolen. 


Harry Romani, 2% years old, of %13 
North Leonard avenue, a prize fighter. 
whose ring name was “Jack OBrien,” 
was shot to death at 12:4 o'clh.ck this 
morning in the Fifth Precinct Demo- 
cratic Club, 107 North Twelfth street, 
which is conducted by Beverly Brown, a 
saloon keeper. 

Policemen who were standing at Thir- 
teenth and Chestnut streets heard sev- 
eral shots and as they approached the 
club they met Ben Getzler, 30 years old, 
of 1211 Pine street, the manager, run- 
ning across Twelfth street from the 
club. He told them that a man had 
been shot and that he was running to 
find a policeman. 

Getzler led the patrolmen up a flight 
of stairs to the clubrooms, which are 
on the second floor, and at the*‘landing 
they found O'Brien. He was. still 
breathing, but died soon after at the 
city hospital. He had two bullet holes 
on the right side of his face and one in 
the top of his head. 

An automatic pistol with two shells 
missing was found near his head and a 
S8&-caliber revolver from which three bul- 
lets had been discharged was lying three 
feet from his body. Getzler identified 
the automatic as his property and said 
that it must have been taken without 
his knowledge from a pocket of his 
coat, which was hanging behind a door 
in the barroom. Getzler said that 
O'Brien knew where the weapon was 
kept. 

Have Only Manager's Story. 

Getzler’s unsupported story of what 
transpired in the club is the only ac- 
count of the tragedy that the police 
have obtained. He related the follow- 
ing tale: 

At midnight the 8 or @ customers of 
the club departed for nearby saloons, 
which open between midnight and 1 a. 
m. Monday. Te negro porter, Charles 
Cole, went to Brown's saloon at Thir- 
teanth and Chestnut streets to tend bar 
during the open hour. Getzler was 
alone. z 

O’Brien visited the club at 12:30 a. m: 
and ordered beer. Ten minutes later 
two other mes, strangers to Getzler, 
according to his story, entered and took 
seats at another table in a room ad- 
joining the bar. They called to O’Brien 
to join them and one of the strangers 
ordered three bottles of beer. 

O’Brien and his companions seemed 
to be having a friendly chat, Getzler 
said, when a fourth man entered and 
called for beer. While Getzler was in 
the barroom getting the fourth man’s 
order he heard O'Brien and the other 
two enter a hall leading to the stairs, 
They were exchanging loud words and 
seemed to be quarreling. 

As Getzler stepped from the barroom 
into the adjoining sitting room with the 
bottle of beer for the fourth man he 
heard shots in the hall, he said. 
and as soon as he had delivered the 
order he went into the hall and found 
O'Brien lying at the top of the steps. 
The two other men had disappeared.

MAN FOR VACANCY 
UN POLICE BOARD 


Acting Governor, Here, Denies: 
He Heard From Major on St. 
Louis Board Affairs. 


WANTED M’MULLEN FIRED 
Question as to Whether Rumsey 
Was Go-between With Him 


and Governor Parried. 


Lieutenant-Governor William R. Patn- 
ter, who is acting Governor, said at the 
Planters Hotel today that he had no 
person in mind for the vacancy on the 
St. Louis Board of Police Commission- 
ers, caused by his sudden demand 
Thursday for the resignation of Prest- 
dent Samuel B. McPheeters. C. C. But. 
ler, manager of the American Hotel, 
who had agreed to take the place, no- 
tifed the Lieutenant-Governor Satu- 
day night that he would not accept be- 
cause of opposition on the part of 
many Democrats which had developed 
to his appointment. 

The Lieutenant-Governor was asked if 
he had anything to say in reply to the 
statement of President McPheeters that 
the request for his resignation was due 
to his refusal to carry out requests by 


the Lieutenant-Governor that he reduce 
certain police officers. 


Wanted MeMallien Fired, 

“I have not read the statement,” he 
replied, “Dut if McPheeters saya I asked 
him to reduce Inspector McMullen, he ia 
mistaken. I asked him toe fire MeMul- 
len. I do not remember the name of 
a Policeman Kincer. There was another 
man who was perniciously active with 
McMullen in the Cowherd campaign, 
eight years ago, in giving the Demo- 
cratic party the worst of it in St. Louis, 
and I also asked that he be fired. 


“However, this had nothing to do with 
my decision to remove McPheeters. 
There has been lack of teamwork in the 
St. Louis Police Department. The ef- 
ficiency of the department has not been 
what It should be. I will not go Into de- 
tails at this time, but if Mr. McPheeters 
really wants me to, I can give a bill of 
particulars,” 

The Lieutenant-Governor was told that 
public interest had been manifested tn 
any understanding that he and Gov. 
Major might have had regarding the re- 
moval of McPheeters and the St. Joseph 
Police Commissioners, 

“TIT have not seen Gov. Major for three 
or four months,” he replied. 

“But,” the reporter suggested, ‘we 
have the telegraph and telephone, as 
well as the postal service.”’ 


Nothing From Major on Police, 


“T have not talked with the Governor 
over the telephone,” he replied, “there 
has been no exchange of telegrama, and 
I have received only two letters from 
him. One notified me that he intended 
leaving the State and suggested that, 
as it was pretty hot in Jefferson City, 
he would not yo there if he were me, 
unless some particular necessity arose. 
He didn't say anything about police af- 
fairs in the cities. The other letter re- 
lated to the two negroes who were 
hanged in St. Charles last week.” 


It has been pretty well taken for 
éranted in political circles that Excime 
Commissioner Rumaey acted as the tn- 
termediary between Gov. Major and 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter in arrang- 
Ing matters for the ouster of McPhee.

“You notice he didn't come back when 
they tried to get him,” he replied. 


“Never Been Proven,” Painter Quotes

BRITISH ON SOMME 
TRAP 2000 GERMAN 
TROOPS IN DUGOUTS 


Two Battalions Unexpectedly 
Rush Trenches While 100 
Guns Make Curtain of Fire. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 


FRANCE, Aug. 21.—What two battal- 
ions did and how they did it was the 
most thrilling incident of the last 24 
hours of sensational fighting from the 
Ancre to the Somme. The struggle 
went on in freakish August weather, 
with alternate cloudbursts and flashes 
of lightning, rainbows and sunshine. 
All along the line from the south of 
the Ancre the British left their trenches, 
while the French were hard at it on 
their right. The time chosen was 6 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, while the 
big attacks on July 1 and 14 were in the 
early morning. 

Two battalions had more guns to help 
them, probably, than any other two 
battalions that ever made a charge. One 
hundred cannon were engaged in making 
a curtain of fire on their front, while 
others were busy with other details of 
the staff plan. Nothing in the whole 
cffensive was so dramatically staged or 
came off with greater success. 

The Germans stil, held on in their 
first line trenches, where their machine 
guns, brought up from undestroyed dug- 
outs, held out against the British on 
July 1, while the British right swung 
on this section as a pivot through Con- 
talmaison and Pozieres to the summit of 


the ridge, burrowing forward as the 
guns blasted away. 
Germans Hold On, 


Sharper and sharper grew the angle 
of the new British Mne to the old Ger- 
man first line, until on the map it 
looked impossible for troops to survive 
in such a salient. Nevertheless the Ger- 
mans stuck to those elaborate defenses 
of nearly two years’ preparation with 
dugouts 30 or 40 feet under ground, re- 
vetted traverses and every other detail 
of protection against all kinds of fire 
which army staffs can devise or labor 
build. 


Through galleries running from dug- 
out to dugout the Germans had a sub- 
way for bringing up reliefs and food. 
They led a regular life. At night those 
not on guard went to bed in their cel- 
lar bunks as comfortably as in Pull- 
mans and during the day they played 
cards when not sent out into shell crat- 
ers to snipe the British. They had their 
machine guns ready as before, should 
the British attempt to rush their homes. 


Yesterday after...on the British guns 
were pounding away as usual at this 
sector, which is called the Leipsic re- 
coubt, when the British, thanks to a 
new system for taking care of machine 
guns and with a quick burst of artillery 
preparation covering their charge, ap- 
peared on the jump through the doors 
of the dugouts. Through glasses they 
were visible to observers, running about 
the maze of traverses like terriers 
searching for rat holes, their bayonets 
gleaming and puffs of smoke rising as 
they threw their bombs. 

In our capacious dugout, equipped 
with beds, tables and cupboards, six of- 
ficers and 170 men surrendered in a body 
and were marched out after the manner 
of a crowd caught in a gambling house 
raided by the police. Some escaped from 
their dugouts by underground galleries. 
Others who could not escape, though 
surrounded, tried to man their machine 
guns and were shot down. Still others 
fought to the death with bayonets and 
bombs. It is estimated that 2000 Ger- 


their own numbers, were accounted for. 

when the Associated Press correspond- 
ent left corps headquarters 12 German 
officers and 600 men had been brought 
in as prisoners, and more were being un- 
earthed from their hiding places. The 
last of the small parties which held out 
with a ring of British around them, in 
yrief but ferocious sieges, were surrend- 


ering. 


They had hoped for a counter attack 
'o rescue them. but the British had 
foreseen this and met it with blasts 
from artillery and machine guns they 
had immediately put in position for that 
purpose. The prisoners whom the cor- 
respondent saw were of the Twenty- 
ninth Prussian Regiment and were of 
the sturdiest German soldier type, much 
superior to those of the Eleventh Di- 
vision, who became disorganized and 
surrendered freely in front of Pozieres 
recently. They looked well and their 
uniforms show few of the usual effects 
of trench struggles. Some of them 
laughed over the manner in which they 
had been trapped and they were gen- 
erally very happy, for they had heard 
what had happened to those who had 
tried to resist in such a hopeless sit- 
uation. 


Elsewhere the story was of many 
trenches gained throughout the night, 
the infantry laboring in the moist 
earth, fighting for the possession of 
water-logged shell. craters, while the ar- 
tilleryists kept at their work, hot gun 
barrels sizzling from the rain. Once 
when the British troops, caught by ma- 
chine gun fire, had to yield a position 
and found a counter attack developing, 
20 seconds after their signal to the ar- 
tilery commander, guns were trained 
on that counter attack with a curtain 
of fire that sent it to cover. 


In the center the British have pushed 
closer to Martinpuich and have taken an 
orchard west of Delville Wood, but the 
hottest work probably was on the right. 
Here the Germans kept on reinforcing 
and their guns never forgot Longueval. 
If.they have any extra ammunition they 
seem to turn it on the massed wreck- 
age of that unfortunate village. The 
British are equally interested in making 
sure that no remaining bricks of Guille- 
mont escape the attention of their ar- 
tillery. Small bodies of British have been 
to Guillemont, but found it no place to 
remain in the face of the fire the Ger- 
mans in turn concentrated on it. The 
Germans were insistent on keeping a 
stone quarry on the edge of the town, 
but after a hand-to-hand argument 
which lasted many hours, the British 
took and kept it. 


South of Guillemont the British were 
well forward of the village when aero- 
plane observers saw big forces of ‘Ger- 
mans moving forward in a counter at- 
tack. There was another hurry call to 
the guns and they wiped out the first 
two lines of the advancing waves. The 
rest of the Germans took cover in a ra- 
vine. Following it, they debouched un- 
der the protection of their artillery and 
struck the French left, which remained 
in an angle of woods, forcing the British 
to yield some of the ground taken. 


British Well Satisfied, 
Looking at the trench map at head- 
quarters, it seems that the British now 
have Guillemont pretty well in the 
pinchers, and are closing in on Ginchy 
the position beyond, thanks particular- 
ly to action in the direction of what 
might be called the ‘‘Beverage’’ sector 
where, as the British soldiers say, “All 
drinks are served hot.’’ There, as usual, 
they have given the neighboring German 
trenches the names occurring to them, 
which happened to be ‘beer alley,” “ale 
street,’’ ‘‘cocoa lane,” ‘‘coffee boule- 
vard” and the like. 


Striking out from Deville Wood after 
hard, rough and tumble fighting, they 
gained a foothold 300 or 400 yards from 
Ginchy. 

The French capture of Maurepas,

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U-BOATS SINK 
CRUISERS 
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2 BRITISH 
IN NORTH SEA 


Germans Lose One Submarine and Possibly Two 
—38 of Crew Missing From the Nottingham, 
but All but One on Falmouth Are Saved. 


LONDON, Aug. 21.—Two British light 
cruisers, the Nottingham and Falmouth, 
were sunk Saturday in the North Sea 
by German submarines when the vessels 
were searching for the German high sea 
fleet, according to an official announce- 
ment issued by the Admiralty. 

One German submarine was destroyed 


by the British, while another was 
'rammed and possibly sunk, according to 
the Admiralty statement, which follows: 

“Reports from our lookout squadron 
and other units showed that there was

the nominees for Governor. Judge Henry 
Lamm, Republican nominee for Gover- 
nor, is insisting upon following this cus- 
tom in the selection of the State Chair- 
man tomorrow, and is supporting Jeptha 
D. Howe of St. Louis, who organized 
and conducted his primary campaign 
for the nomination. 
Dickey Wants Hukriede. 

Walter S. Dickey, Republican nominee 
for United States Senator, and his polit- 
ical supporters, are insisting upon the 
right to a voice in the selection of the 
chairman and they are supporting W. 
T. Hukriede of Warrenton, the present 
State Chairman, who was elected 
through the Dickey influence a few 
months ago to succeed Jacob L. Babler, 
who resigned the chairmanship upon 
his election as National Committee:nan. 

The Democrats have agreed upon 
James Cowgill, former State Treasurer, 
for chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee. Cowgill was the choice of 
Fred D. Gardner, Democratic nominee 
for Governor, and was entirely satisfac- 
tory to Senator James A. Reed, who was 
renominated for Senator. The only op- 
position to Cowgill will come from John 
P. Gordon, nominee for State Auditor, 
but Gordon's wishes with respect to the 
chairmanship are not likely to have any 
weight with the committee and the pow- 
ers that will control it. Cowgill, in the 
primary campaign, supported John T. 
Wayland of Kansas City. and thereby 
incurred the displeasure of Gordon. 

Gardner will arrive in Jefferson City 
tomorrow from California. His friends 
say that he is _ principally  inter- 
ested in having aie strong indorse- 
ment of his State land bank ill 
incorporated in the platform of the par- 
ty. He is willing to leave the portions 
of the platform dealing with national 
issues entirély to Senators Reed and 
Stone. 

Senator Reed, as the nominee to suc- 
ceed himself, will be a member of the 
convention, and probably will bring with 
him to Jefferson City a draft of the 
platform on national issues. The plat- 
form will contain a strong indorsement 
of President Wilson’s administration.

Both State committees meet at noon 
tomorrow and elect chairmen, secre- 
taries, treasurers and executive commit- 
tees.

JAPAN SAID 10 
HAVE GOT A LAND 
GRANT NEAR CANAL 


Secret Service Investigating Story 
That Panama’s New Presi- 
dent Aided Mikado’s Agent.

ANCON, Canal Zone, Aug. 21.—In con- 
nection with recent advices from the 
State Department in Washington that 
the United States may not recognize Ra- 
mon Valdez, newly elected President of 
Panama. because of alleged frauds and 
coercion in his election, it has been 
learned here that United States secret 
service agents are investigating a re- 
port from the American Minister in 
Ranama that Valdez was instrumental .n 
getting a land concession estimated at 
about 60,000 acres for a Spaniard named 
Fernandez. 

This investigation is 
cover if: 

1. The grant, which is on the Atlantic 
seaboard of Panama, directly opposite 
San Miguel Bay, on the Pacific side, 
was secured hy Fernandez, who is agent 
at Havana for Japanese silk firms, for 
the Japanese Government for a naval 
base, 

2. Admiral Concas of the Spanish navy, 
approved by the Panamanian Govern- 
ment as umpire to settle the dispute be- 
tween the United States and Panama 
over the purchase price of canal prop- 
erty, has been supplying the purchasers 
of the land with valuable information 
about the canal, 

3. A circumstantial story 
ed this investigation told by a second 
Spaniard named Fernand-~z, since sent 
in company with an officer of the army 
to Major-General Leonard Wood, com- 
manding the Department of the East 
on Governor's Island, is true. 

The story, as told by the second Fer- 
nandez and as filled out by compli- 
mentary events, which deeply impressed 
the high military authorities here and 
precipitated the present investigation 
by the secret service in three capitals 
is as follows: 

The first Fernandez, whose home is 
in Madrid, applied to President Porras 
about October last, for a concession of 
land in the Atlantic coast of Pan- 
ama. The land designated is closest to 
the nearest water route across the 
isthmus. 

Fernandez said that the land was de- 
sired for colonization purposes and that 
it was the intention to dig canals in it 
and develop it agriculturally 

Government Hard Up. 

At this time it was no secret that the 
Panama Government was hard up fi- 
nencially. President Porras, however, 
replied unfavorably to the application. 
When Fenandez renewed his applica- 
tion with an offer of more money 
about a month later, Porras again re- 
fused to consider it. 

In December, Dr. Valdes, a close friend 
of Porras and supported by him for the 
presidency, suddenly sailed for Havana. 
With him went an official of the Na- 
tional Bank of Panama. In Havana Dr. 
Valdes was said to have consulted fre- 
quently with the first Fernandez. The 
bank official returned to Panama with 
letters from Fernandez for. President 
Porras. 

When questions were asked as to the 
reason for Valdes’ trip to Havana, the 
replies were “ill health,’’ or an effort to 
raise a loan. 

It was at this juncture that the second 
Fernandez arrived at Havana from 
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Madrid, bringing to the first Fernandez 
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Madrid. 

After conferring at length with the 
first Fernandez in Havana, the second 
Fernandez came to Panama with assur- 
ances that Porras would help him get 
the wished-for concession. 

After many delays the concession was 
obtained—the same sort of concession 
that the first Fernandez first had asked 
for. The second Fernandez is said to 
have been directed to have the Ameri- 
can Minister at Panama attach a cer- 
tificate vouching for the authenticity of 
the signatures of the officials who signed 
the concession. The American Minister 
is said to have done this. 


Land Price Controversy. 
While the negotiations for the conces- 


sion were still pending the cables an- 
nounced that the Panama Government 
had approved the appointment of Ad- 
mirat Concas as umpire to come here 
ard settle the disagreement betwee. 
Commissioners of the United States and 
Panama as to what constitutes a fair 
price for the land used by the United 
States in the canal zone. 
For three or four months now Concas 
has been on the isthmus. In investignar- 
Ing’ the claims and in association with 
the “anal officials infurmally he has had 
access to all parts cf the canal and its 
defenses. 
As »art of his job the 2 dmira! has .a4 
to visit the coasts near the entrance to 
the canal because private lands there 
have been taken over by the United 
States for defensive purposes. 
After the second Fernandez mailed the 
concession to the first Fernandez at Ha- 
vana he waited at Panama, as he says. 

When no 
reward materialized he told the above 
story to a friend, saying that he felt his 
position in Panama unsafe. 

Story Is Investigated. 

The story was taken to Gen. Ed- 
wards, commanding the canal zone gar- 
rison. Gen. Edwards brought it to the 
attention of the Governor of the cana! 
zone, and after a deal of investigation 
the story was turned over to the Amer- 
ican Minister here. 

When the correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch inquired of Acting-Governor 
Harding about the situation, the reply 
was: 

“Fernandez was sent by Gen. Ed- 
wards in company with an army officer 
to Major-General Wood as soon as his 
story was detailed to the American 
Minister. On Aug. 4, the same day that 
the second Fernandez sailed for New 
York, President-elect Valdez sailed for 
Havana. Official records show that 
more than half of the total number of 
foreign vessels entering the canal port 
of Balboa during July were Japanese. 
It is believed that many, if not all of 
these ships, are enrolled in the Japa- 
nese reserve transport service, and that 
their officers have been studying canal 
waters in a Japanese power boat.”’ 


LANSING TAKES UP 
LAND GRANT CASE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Investiga- 
tion of reports from Panama that a 
60,000-acre land concession at the At- 
lantic end of the canal is being sought 
by a Spaniard named Fernandez,’ pre- 
sumably for Japanese interests, was or- 
dered today by Secretary Lansing. Lan- 
sing refused to discuss the report in de- 
tail but it was considered significant 
that the department should commences 
the action.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Business ses- 
sions off the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies and allied organl- 
zations began here today with nearly 
20,000 delegates attending ‘Catholic 
week,’’ which with a series of meetings 
and ceremonials that are to continu; 
to and including Friday, was begun yes- 
terday with a pontifical high mass in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, attended by three 
Cardinals and the apostolic delegate as 
well as most of the delegates to the 
federation. 
This was followed by a mass meeting 
of the federation which brought out 15,- 
(00 delegates in the evening to listen to 
addresses by Cardinals Gibbons, O’Con- 
nell and Farley. 

Delegates Hear Reports. 
The opening session of the federa- 
tion today was devoted in part to hear- 
ing the reports of the national president, 
John Whalen, and of the national sec- 
retary, Anthony Matre. An address was 
delivered by the Right Rev. M. J. La- 
velle, rector of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
At the afternoon session the delegates 
will hear a report of the commission on 
public morals of which Edward Feney 
is chairman and Jeremiah E. Burke of 
Boston will speak on :‘‘The Catholic 
Church and Education.’’ Social service 
problems will be considered at a mass 
meeting this evening at which Bishop 
Muldoon of Rockford, Ili., will deliver 
the opening address. The minimum 
wage and living wages for, working 
women will be among the subjects dis- 
cussed.

At noon Tvesday the ship steamed 
into Newport, greeted three other bat- 
tleships assembled there with salutes 
and music, and after a stay of scarcely 
more than an hour headed down the 
coast towards Long Island. 


Tuesday evening the Virginia cast an- 
chor at the rendezvous in Gardiner’s 
Bay, and the crew celebrated when the 
word was passed that the ship was the 
first of the reserve fleet to arrive. 

Wednesday morning the real work be- 
gan. Squads were detailed to man the 
big guns. Later there was boat drill 
and in the afternoon classes were 
formed for the practical and theoretical 
instructions. 


A full crew from among the civilians 
reported for each big gun. The men 
were stationed at the shell room at the 
lifts to load, aim and fire the 12-inch 
and eight-inch guns.

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conditions they fire three shots a min- 
ute. It takes 10 to man a 12-inch gun 
from the shell men down in the hold, 
four decks below the turret, to the point- 
er above. It took the civilian crew just 
five minutes from “hoist away’ to 
“fire.” Yet a trained crew goes through 
it all in 20 seconds, shell after shell to 
the end. 

It was a better lesson than any 
amount of preparedness talks on the 
necessity for trained men. It is a sci- 
entific job, this one of being a modern 
fighter, requiring the proper co-ordina- 
tion of brain and hand and eye—and 
nerve. That is what the training crulse 
is for. to get men ready so that pre- 
cious months need not be spent in teach- 
ing men to shoot. 


Harvard Oarsmen in Crew. 
For boat drill the men are divided 


into regular full crews, they man the 
davits and lower away; and man the 
oars and row away. Among the rookies 
are half of Harvard's first crew men, 
Herrick, Harwood, White and Allen. 
These are together in the same boat and 
there are eight other men in the boat 
with them. The oars are narrow, and 
the seats don't slide. 

Then there are the old rookies, men 
who rowed on the long sweeps when 
the Virginia was a youngster. They are 
accumulating a good bit of extra weight 
amidships and show a roll as they walk. 
Rut they are game and pull at the oars 
as they did on the winning varsity in 
"0! or so. 

Wednesday afternoon classes were 
formed in navigation, engineering, sig- 
naling, seamanship and half a dozen 
other subjects. Each recruit had an 
opportunity to choose his specialty. 
There were no shirkers. 

By Thursday afternoon everything was 
in order. Each man had his lesson as- 
signed to him. That morning more great 
ships of the fleet had come steaming 
into the bay. The New Jersey, Rhode 
Island and Alabama came in battle for- 
mation, followed by the Kentucky, 
Maine, Louisiana and Kearsarge, till the 
bay was lined with the big ships of 
war. They came to band music and 
cheers of their crews. 

Visits from Captain to Admiral and 
return from commander to Captain filled 
the morning. 

Rise at 5 to the Bos’n’s Pipe. 

They are men-of-war’s-men now, every 
one of those 300 recruits. They rise at 
6 to the bos’n’s pipe, tumbling out of 
their hammocks six feet to the loor. 
They lash their hammocks in the re- 
quired nautical way with the required 
number of hitches. Then they roll up 
their broad-legged sailor pants to the 
k, ee and swab down the decks with coid 
sea water. They polish brass and wash 
paint as though their very existence de- 
pended upon the job. 

T* might ve funny to see a man whose 
fortune runs to the millions shining brass 
in a way that would not earn him $2 a 
day. Yet you know that brass polishing 
ic not his goal. That is incidental to 
the larger work of being prepared to 
help on a big man-of-war in time of 
aanger. 

After cleaning comes breakfast an4 
after breakfast assembly, with setting 
tp exercises. From that to gun prac- 
tice they go immediately then to boat 
crill, the classes of special instruction 
t.. torpedo defense stations, taking bare- 
ly ‘‘me for a bite of dinner in betwe>n. 
They are trying to teac': the recruits 
the utmost it is possible to learn in the 
time of the cruise. 

Swim Morning end Evening. 

Life isn’t all work for the rookies. 
Morning and evening a boom is rigged 
from the side of the ship sloping down 
to the water, and down it the men go 
to swim. Probably half of them go in 
the water. The other half lean over the 
lines and cheer. The water is cold and 
very salty. If a swimmer stays too 
close to the sides of the ship a little 
wave will come and slap him against 
the hard armor plate. Therefore most 
of the men swim out, followed by a life- 
boat. 

Thursday ;fternoon during the swim- 
ming hour a group of bathers climbing 
up the boom out of the water met an- 
other group climbing down. Neither 
wov'l give away. They stood thee, 
balanced precariously on the narrow, 
swaying ledge. The supporting ropes 
gave way of a sudden and the whole 
mass fell with it into the water. H. B. 
McClure, who was captain of the Cross 
Country team at Harvard in 1915, a 
strong swimmer, narrowly escaped being 
crushed under the falling boom. 

In the evening there Are the movies. 
By 8 after a stirring band concert, 
the men group together on the fore or 
after deck, seated or lying on the decks 
clear back to the life lines. Bankers, 
heads of families, young college men, 
keen-eyed professional men, laugh and 
cheer at the trick of the slapstick com- 
edians, finding joy in “low-brow” stuff 
that might bore them to sleep in town. 

Who said that men do not live well 
in the navy? Asparagus on toast, 
steaks, roasts, grapes, Oranges, canta- 
loupes—these are items chosen at ran- 
dom from the menu of the last three 
days. At every meal enough is thrown 
away to feed several large-sized fam- 
ilies. 

Fastidiousness goes by the board. The 
only requirement is that the men fre- 
move their hats while eating. At every 
meal a dozen men forget it. 

“Shovel up the spuds,” calls out an 
assistant instructor of English. The 
spuds being shoveled up, he shovels 
them down, | 

At first some of the men begged for 
napkins and one man mistook an empty 
soup bowl for a finger bowl. But now 
they wipe their mouths on the sleeves 
of their Jumpers. 

How its it being a sallor? Nothing like 
it on earth—for a month. But when a 
man is getting along toward 4 he needs 
beds that give room to roll. But the 
answer is this: Every man who can 
will be back next year, bringing a cou- 
ple of recruits with him. 


ST. LOUISANS RUN 
INTO BAD WEATHER

ON BOARD THE LOUISIANA, FORT 

POND BAY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—With the 


posed of the battleships, Louisiana, IIli- 
nois, Rhode Island, Kearsarge, Maine, 
Kentucky, Virginia and Alabama, about 
2500 civilians are learning to be sailors. 
Of this mumber 47 are from Missouri. 
Twenty-six are from Kansas City and 
21 from St. Louls. The Missourians are 
on the Louisiana, flagship of the Sec- 
ond Division, directed by Commander 
W. W. Phelps, and the Illinois, another 
unit of the division. With the Rhode 
Island, the flagship of Admiral J, M. 
Helm, the Louisiana and Illinois are the 
best ships in the reserve fleet. The 
Rhode Island is the fastest, but the 
Louisiana is the largest. 


The Missouri contingent shipped at 
Norfolk Tuesday noon and before they 
had even an opportunity to don their 
uniforms the battleships were out be- 
yond the capes on their way to Fort 
Pond Bay, 10 miles east of New York 
City. Rough weather eneountered the 
first night lasted nearly two days, mak- 
ing. the initiation regular. 

But the effects of the _ seasickness, 
which claimed a remarkably small per 
cent of the men, soon wore away and 
now not one of the 227 civilian-sailors 
on the Louisiana would give up the 
cruise. 

The complete democracy of the ship's 
complement appeals to one and all alike. 
When reveille is sounded at 2 bells (6 
a. m.) doctors, lawyers, business men 


and one preacher tumble out of their 
hammocks and with men who are car- 
penters, salesmen, farmers, college stu- 
dents and newspaper men, jump into a 
pair of trousers and swab down decks 
for an hour. At seven bells (7:80 o'clock) 
they breakfast on hash, bread, butter 
and black coffee. 

The cruise for the civilians will con- 
tinue thirty days, the Louisiana re- 
turning to Norfolk about Sept. 15. Aft- 
er participating in strategical maneu- 
vers, in which the Reserve Fleet will at- 
tempt to repel an invasion of torpedo 
boats and the first line fleet, the Loui- 
siana will return to Norfolk and thence 
to Tangier Bay, below Hampton Roads 
for target practice.

Effect of 8-Hour Railroad Rule. 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Surely, “T. M. K.” aid not enlighten the pub- 
lic any Dy giving out the valuable information 
that when the trainman is on duty eight hours 
it does not mean that he is entitled to quit work, 
tut will be required to take his train to its desti- 
nation. I know of no one, and I do not suppose 
there is anyone, who would be so narrow-minded 
to suppose that a strike with such a condition as 
its objective would te tolerated by the railroads 


or the Government. 


However, on that point hinges the entire ques- 
tion. The trainmen demand an eight-hour day 
and time and one-half for overtime. It is not the 
eight-hour day that they are contending for, but 
it is the overtime. They know that the runs, ¢6s- 
pecially freight, that can be made in eight hours 
are few and far between and an eight-hour day 
would insure extra pay for many hours’ over- 
time at the end of the month.’ Why is it that 
the runs that require the most hours of contin- 
vous service are assigned according to seniority 
and are bid for and demanded by the oldest men 
in the service. It does not look like the old 
heads want to get better acquainted with the 
“little girl who asked her mother who the strange 
man was that ate breakfast with them once in a 


whfle,” as quoted .by Brother Stone. 


A vefy amusing part of “T. M. K.’s” article, es- 
pecially to one familiar with the operation of a 
railroad, is that portion where he says that the 
eight-hour day would cause the railroads to put 
on less tonnage and get the trains over the di- 
vision in quicker time, therefore, giving the pub- 
lio better and quicker service with tut very little 
cost above what it does now. My dear “T. M. 
K.” it is tonnage, and enough tonnage to war- 
rant the train, that enables the railroads to haul 
freight at the low rates they do. There is no 
money in hauling a loaded car 200 or 800 miles 
and deadheading it back for another load, neither 
is there any money in attaching a big freight 
engine to nine or 10 cars when it could just as 
well handle double the amount. The majority of 
freight trains are not operated on any fixed sched- 
ule, but as extras—-to get the loaded cars over 
the line just as soon as there are enough to make 
up a train. There are local freight runs to take 
care of the L. C. L. and local business.

Protective Tariff Humbug.

It has always been a puzzle to me how it Its 
possible for a man to sally forth as a presidential 
candidate, advocating the necessity of a high 
protective tariff, and still pretend to be an honest 
man. He surely must know that this necessity 
fie not all justified by the actual facts, and that 
he is merely carrying out the mandate of the big 
interests which support the campaign funds. 

The contention is that the American manufac- 
turer could not compete against cheap European 
labor. At the end of the year preceding the war, 
we boasted that the amount of American manu- 
factured products exported chiefly to Europe, ex- 
ceeded a billion dollars. This means that our fac- 
tories had been able to compete with the foreigner 
' on his own home markets, and that while paying 
freight and duties he was still able to make a 
profit! Why then can’t he do it here? In all the 
larger cities, Paris, London, Bruasols, eto. Amert- 
can shoes, hosiery, in fact, goods of all classes, | 
could be bought fer prices lower than we have to 
pay fer them over here in American money. This 
is a fact that hundreds, nay, thousands, of wit- 
reases can vouch for. In May, 1914, the writer's 
wife picked up some neckties in a large depart- 
ment store in Brussels, which are sold here for 
60 cents apiece; they had the label “Made in Bt. 
Loulse, U. &. A.” and were sellitg for 25 cents 
(equivalent, 1 franc, 25 cont.) and the manage- 
ment assured her that this was the regular price.

WHEAT SPECULATION INQUIRY. 
The United States has begun an inquiry to find 
out what caused the recent great increase in 
wheat prices, and will question some of the big 
wheat speculators. It is desired to get all the 
facts, so that the authorities will know how to 
meet the demand of the big bakery corporations 
that an embargo be placed on wheat exports. 
As everyone knows, those who reap big for- 
tunes out of wheat harvests are the speculators. 
And they do this whether harvests are plentiful 
or the reverse. A majority of the wheat growers 
lose heavily when the harvest is most plentiful. 
And with a meager harvest, as is the case this 
year, most of them must sell before the price 
When it does rise, the crop is largely in 
the hands of the speculators. 
In Australia a similar Government inquiry had 
the startling result of eliminating the wheat spec- 
ulators. Last season’s crop was a bountiful one, 
and the speculators had made preparations to get 
an unusual profit out of {t. 
with the farmers with this in view.

CONTAMINATION OF STREAMS 

Our State law prohibiting the contamination 
of streams was passed by the Forty-fifth Gen- 
eral Assembly, and was evidently for the benefit

nation of the waters of streams and other waters 
by throwing or letting in dye stuffs, coal tar, 
sawdust, poisons or deleterious substances ‘“‘suf- 
ficient to injure, ‘stupefy or kill fish which may 
inhabit the same.”

War and Noncombatants } 


women and children, the aged and 

infirm of both sexes, have suffered 
severely as a result of this war is 
certainly true, but It is probable that 
outside of the areas of combat the 
civilian populations have been more for- 
tunate than those of any preceding 
European conflict on a large scale. 

The great masses of the people of the 
warring nations are protected by the 
rules of modern warfare, and while 
these have doubtless been violated in 
innumerable instances, conditions are 
vastly better than in the old days when 
little or no distinction was made be- 
tween enemies in uniform and enemy 
citizens. 

Talleyrand voiced more than a cen- 
tury ago the opinion that war should 
be strictly confined to the fighting men, 
and that noncombatants and their prop- 
erty Were entitled to protection. The 
first real code of rules for the protec- 
tion of noncombatants was the ‘“Gen- 
eral Orders No. 100,"" proclaimed by 
President Lincoln in the second year of 
the American Civil War. Those ‘‘In- 
structions for the Government of the 
Armies of the United States in the 
Field’’ were written by Francis Lieber, 
a native of Germany, who, after serv- 
ing a term in a Prussian prison because 
of his democratic ideas, fled the fath- 
erland and sought refuge in the United 
States. 

Lieber also wrote “Guerilla Parties, 
Considered With Reference to the Law 
and Usages of War,’ which was often 
quoted in Europe during the Franco- 
Prussian war. 

From Lincoln's proclamation of the 
rights of noncombatants sprang the 
rules adopted by the international con- 
ference held in Brussels in 1874. Since 
then two conferences at The Hague 
have reaffirmed this convention, fur- 
ther restricting the field of combat and 
throwing greater safeguards around the 
lives and property of noncombatant 
civillans.

Josephine Hose Less Than Two 
Minutes Behind National Cham- 
pion in River Race. 


As was expected by the many aquatic 
soothsayers about town, Miss Claire 
Galligan, 19-year-old entrant from New

Miss DPthel 
Tittsworth, 15 years old, cro the line sec- 
ond, followed by Missa Grace Stewart, but 
two years older. Josephine Hose, who is 
not yet 14 years, swam a fine race, taking 
fourth position. 

Sixteen swimmers started the contest, and 
all but one of these completed the course. 
She was Miss Hazel Fowler of Pittsburg, 
Western Pennsylvania S8S80-yard champion. 
Miss Fowler had to leave the wtaer after 
swimming a third of the distance. The race 
started at the foot of Chouteau avenue and 
finished at the Western Rowing Club.
